Life expectaney of landfill 
-about 12 years: report

According to a consultants re- 
porton the Madoc landfill, the site 
has an anticipated life expectancy 
of approximately 12 years. 

The Madoe landfill site is 
shared between four municipali- 
ties including, the village, Madoc, 
Huntings jon and Elzevir and 
Grmsthorpe Townships. 

In an interview, Madoc Vil 
lage Reeve Tom Deline said he 
was happ¥ with the consultant's 
finding, because it was previously 
thought that the landfill only had 
a couple of years of capacity left. 

Now kiowimy the landfill has 
about 13 years of capacity leit, 
Deline is interested in the results of 
mining a landfill site, specifically 
if mining actually increases thes 
life expectancy. He said he hasn't 
been ‘able to retrieve a copy of 
reports on the Rawdon Township 
and Marmora and Lake Town- 


ships landfill sites, which went 
throuph the mining process 

“H that (mining) could give us 
another 5 or 10 years for $90,000, 
we would probably doit,” Deline 
said, 

The report which was prepared 
by consultants Totten, Sims, 
Hubicks that based on wast@Quan 
tity projections the landfill has a 
remaming capacity of 250,000 
cubic metres, including 35,500 
cubic metres forfinal cover, which 
equals approximately 12 years 
When the Madoc landfill was 
originally lieensed=in 1971. the 
application included the sate was 
1S./ acres, witha maximumdepth 
ofexcavationot [Steetund max: 
mum hervht of fill of 20 feet 

The consultants also stated that 
euhe life span could be extended by 
Miereasing the compaction effi

Valedictory 


With the present number, the 
Publication of the Madoc Mer- 
cury, which has been continued 
for a period of eight years and a 
half, will be finally closed. 

In making this announcement, 
ieneed scarcely be said that 1 ts 
with very constderable reluctance 
the Editor 1s about to sever the 
connection whichshas existed for 
so long atime between his readers 
and himself. The natural regret 
with which such a decision has 
been come to, 1s, however, to a 
very greatextent compensated for, 
by the assurances:of many of his 
best and oldest friends, among 
whonthe has lived tor upwards of 
10 years, that they are quite sorry 
lo part with him and the Mercury. 
as he can possibly be at leaving 
them and the place which has 
been so long his home. 

To such of his friends as he has 
not previously conveved any inti- 
mation of the impending ¢ changed 
and to the public generally, ‘the 
Editor would say that the step has 
not been taken without mature 
deliberation. He has not been 
dnven tout by any falling offin his 
business, for that of the past year 


cury: and he has therefore come 
to the conclusion that the advice 
he received long ago, that it was a 
waste Of. time and energy and 
experience for himtoremain here, 
Was correct. 

The Mercury was commenced 
inthe expectation that the Village 
of Madoc would, at no distant 
lume, become the County Seat of 
North Hastings and that the valu- 
able iron ore beds 1n the vicinity 
would again be worked, and make 
the village the centre of a large 
and busy population.

The Ottawa-Carleton Inde- 
pendent Living Centre's News- 
letter “Contacts” was sent to me 
by Madelyn Lee and I find it very 
interesting and informative. 

Here is one by Kathleen 
Molloy: 


According to the DisAbled 
Women’s Network, (DAWN), it 
is estimated that 16% of Canadian 
women have disabilities, but out 
of those women, 90% have been 
raped, abused, or assaulted some- 
time in their lives. 

Of ail women with disabilities, 
64% have reported that they have 
been verbally abused. These are 
only the figures for women who 
have reported incidents of abuse. 
We can only guess how many

Women with psychi- 
atric and developmental Wisabili- 
ties as well as women havea 
hard Aime communicating are 
rarély believed. 

If 20 women report the sexual 
assault and 80 women do not, that 
still leaves us with 100 women 
who have been sexually assaulted. 
Every single one of these women 
is somebody’s daughter, sister, 
mother, lover or friend. Violence

Marmora - It was a peaceful 
revolution. 

Afteyeight years in the legisla- 
tivé-wWilderness Ontario voters 
have given the Progressive Con- 
servative Party and its so-called 
_ common sense revolution a re- 
sounding thumbs-up. 

Thursday's election victory 
allowed the PCs to reclaim many 
of the seats it had lost to David 
Peterson’s Liberals in 1987 and 
further squandered to Bob Rae’s 
New Democrats in 1990, 

Local voters were also in a 
ory mood endorsing Hastings- 
Peterborough PC Harry Danford 
by a two to one margin spelling 
defeat for incumbent, ad Minis- 
ter of Agriculture, Food and Ru- 
ral Affairs, Elmer Buchanan. 

With 65 per cent of the 44,037 
eligible voters casting ballots, 
turnout was not as high as it was 
five years ago when 71 per cent 
flocked to the poils.

The high school vice principal 
won the historic 1990 election by 
761 votes and quickly established 
himself as one of the strongest 
agriculture ministers in recent 
memory. 

It was a tough loss for the 
former Norwood High student. 
But even in defeat, he has estab- 
lished the NDP as the riding’s 
“official opposition.” 

Liberal candidate Barb 
Jinkerson picked up just 13.5 per 
cent of the popular vote (4.058 
ballots) marking another set-back 
for provincial supporters who 
watched the Party's local fortunes 
sag in 1990 when Mike Beeston 
won just 15 per cent of the vote.

Each disabled 
person, whether in a wheelchair 
race. or a LOO metre dash on 
crutches.egives his all, He also 
tounded the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor’s games for the disabled. ~ 

Coming from 4 business and 


legal background, he initially ad- 

mitted he didn’t know the world 
of the handicapped, yet he showed 
interest. He took sign language 
courses at 8 a.m. twice a week io 
communicate with the deaf peo- 
ple, especially children. He played 
wheelchair basketball with chil- 
dren. 

When three years ago, Lindsey 
Eberhartof Malton, needed a liver 
transplant, it was John Black Aird 
who worked more than a year 
before the nght liver was avail- 
able for transplant. 

In this “Canada Remembers 
Year”. it is good to note that Aird 
served as Lieutenant in the Royal 
Canadian Navy from 1942-45.

Government gun Iaw sparks passionate debate

If people could actually under- 
stand the motives behind the leg- 
islation, maybe it wouldn't have 
touched off such a furore. 


Although Allan Rock's con-' 


troversial gun-control bill has 
passed final reading in the-Com- 
mons, ft is still a long way from 
1 oe ing law. The bill, known as 

. IS likely to be stalled in the 
ieipelarst de Senate until at 
least the fall. 

Meanwhile, one of the most 
Sontentious issues to be dealt with 
n recent times continues to spark 
i passionate debate, seemingly 
with more supporters lined up on 
he “no” side than the “yes” fence. 

If you are to believe ‘the Justice 
Minister, most Canadians do sup- 
ortuniversal gun registration but 
nost\insist it wilk do nothing to 
‘ombat violent crime. Most Ca- 
adians also supportAhe death 
enalty.but as most of us know 
rom bitter experience, politicians 
espond to the “popular will” only 
vhen it suits their own priorities. 


Rock’s most powertul argu- 
ments insupport of his gun law 4s 


that the public backs it, the police 
back it and the victims’ rights 
groups back if, too, 

The government’s gun control 
program seeks to reduce acciden- 
tal, intentional and criminal mis- 
use of firearms, to keep firearms 
out of the hands of those who 
should not have them and to en- 
courage and ensure responsible 
firearm ownership and use. These 
aims and objectives are fully sup- 
ported by the National Coalition 
of Provincial and Territorial Wild- 
life Federations. 

What the Coalition is asking, 
however, is whéther the complex 
and expensive legislation will 
yield an appropriate return with 
respect to measurable decreases 
in firearms crime or other firearm 
misuse, along with measurable 
increase in public safety. 

One of the questions repeat- 
edly being asked by legitimate 
gun owners is why the govem- 
ment is punishing them instead of 
the criminals?

Elzevir and Grimsthorpe

Elzevir & Grimsthorpe: Ata

1994 with the directive received 
on June 17, 1994, states, “we are 
being made aware of this initia- 
tive to give us time to prepare for 
the financial implications of the 
fee which in our case is untrue 
since our 1994 budget has already 
been established and the mill rate 
détermined”. 

The financial implication of 
this fee would have amount to 
$16,221.10 for the Township of 
Maidstone based on 1993 supple- 
mentary assessments, regardless 
of what revenue from the supple- 
mentary assessments would be- 
long to the Township.

Norwood - The Peterborough 
County Board of Education claims 
it was not insensitive toward local, 
ratepayers when Setting its 1995 — 
budget. 

Ina May 26 letter, PCBE chair 
Nancy Martin responds to a letter 
from Village Council which, she 
says, “scolds the board for its 
insensitivity toward the ratepayer 
regarding the increase of four per 
cent in the PCBE budget requisi- 
tions. 

“Our budget is_not four per 
cent higher than last year,” Ms. 
Martin says. “In fact, itis $800,000 
less than the 1994 operating 
budget.” 

Norwood Council has, in the 
past, written letters to both sepa- 


rate and public school boards urg- _ 


ing them to follow the municipal 
lead in producing zero per cent 
budget increases. 


tin explains. “The PCBE has ex- 
tracted more than $3 million from 
its budget over the past thrée years.
